Busy  Season  Ahead  for  Fairhaven

This  Friday,  April  24,  marks  the  103rd  anniversary 
of  Joshua  Slocum's  departure  from  Boston  in  1895  to 
make  the  first  solo  maritime  voyage  around  the  world. 
Some  three  years  and  46,000  miles  later,  Slocum  would 
end  his  venture  aboard  the  sloop  Spray  in  Newport,  RI  on 
June  27, 1898.  But  it  wasn't  until  Slocum  sailed  up 
Buzzards  Bay  to  Fairhaven  and  returned  the  Spray  to  the 
Poverty  Point  shore  on  July  3, 1898  that  the  captain  and 
vessel  had  finally  returned  home. 

It  was  in  a  field  at  Poverty  Point  that  Slocum  built 
the  famous  sloop,  plank-by-plank;  and  it  was  from 
Fairhaven  that  the  36-foot,  9-inch  vessel  was  first 
launched  to  circumnavigate  the  globe.  In  commemoration 
of  the  centennial  anniversary  of  Slocum's  return  home, 
there  are  several  events  already  in  the  works  both  in  and 
around  Fairhaven  —  and  in  tandem  with  the  busy  tourist 
season,  the  Fairhaven  Office  of  Tourism  has  recently 
published  a  brochure  of  summer  events  for  1998,  which  is 
now  available  at  the  Visitors  Center  at  27  Center  Street.

•  Update  from  Town  Counsel  Thomas  Crotty 
regarding  claims  for  damage  to  the  so-called  observation 
dock  at  the  Town  Wharf  which  was  damaged  by  two 
boats  which  broke  loose  during  the  storm  of  November  1, 
1997.  Mr.  Crotty  said  that  the  town's  contractor,  Thomas 
Tarrant,  has  estimated  the  damage  caused  by  Mr.  Perkins' 
boat  at  $4,500  and  the  damage  caused  by  Mr.  Kenealy's 
boat  at  $5,000.  Chairman  Lambalot  noted  that  they  will 
have  to  schedule  a  meeting  with  Town  Counsel  and  the 
Marine  Advisory  Board  (MAB)  to  discuss  this  matter 
further. 

Selectman  Denham  wanted  to  know  if  the  MAB 
had  considered  looking  into  requiring  all  boats  in  the 
harbor  to  have  liability  insurance  to  avoid  future 
problems  like  this.  "I  mean,  we  have  two  boats  here 
which  ran  into  the  dock  and  caused  serious  damage,"  he 
said.  "They  were  uninsured  and  now  this  is  costing  the 
voters  of  Mattapoisett  money." 

MAB  Chairman  Bob  Atkinson  noted  that  the  boat 
owned  by  Mr.  Perkins  was,  in  fact,  insured.  "We  have 
investigated  it  and  there's  no  way  we  can  require  boats  in 
the  harbor  to  have  insurance,"  Mr.  Atkinson  said. 

With  regard  to  the  dinghy  dock,  Mr.  Atkinson 
advised  that  they  will  further  inspect  the  structure  to 
determine  how  safe  it  is  and  see  how  much  can  be 
repaired  in  the  interim.  "If  the  dock  is  determined  to  be 
unsafe,  then  the  MAB  will  recommend  that  it  be  torn

down,"  he  said.  "We  really  have  to  examine  it ...  and 
inspect  the  underwater  structure.  If  it's  in  good  shape,  we 
can  rebuild  a  portion  of  it  with  our  own  people." 

When  asked  about  the  holes  and  cave-ins  on  the 
other  wharves,  Mr.  Atkinson  said  he  would  be  talking  to 
some  local  contractors  to  see  if  some  patchwork  and 
filling  could  be  done  to  alleviate  the  problem.  "There's  a 
tendency  to  spend  $10,000  or  $20,000  on  engineering 
studies,"  he  said.  "I'd  like  to  hold  off  and  speak  to  some 
local  people  who  have  expertise  in  this  field." 

Selectman  Denham  agreed.  "You  know,  $15,000  in 
engineering  fees  could  buy  an  awful  lot  of  concrete,"  he 
said.

To  the  Editor: 

This  is  an  explanation  and  detailing  of  the  Sippican 
School  budget  items  for  this  year's  Marion  Town  Meeting  and 
vote. 

Article  4:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $159,569  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1998  to  be 
added  to  funds  appropriated  under  Article  2,  Account  #300,  Sippican 
School,  to  provide  sufficient  funds  to  cover  special  needs  and  state- 
mandated  programs;  subject  to  voters'  approval  of  an  override  under 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  59,  Section  HCofthe  General  Laws;  or  take 
any  other  action  thereon. 

Article  4  is  an  operational  override  to  meet  growth  in 
state-mandated  programs. 

Article  7:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $500,000  to  be  used  by  the  Sippican  School  Building 
Committee  to  hire  an  architect  and  engineers  for  renovations,  repairs 
and  addition  to  the  Sippican  School;  and  to  determine  how  such  an 
appropriation  shall  be  raised,  whether  by  taxation,  transfer  from 
available  funds,  borrowing  or  otherwise,  and  if  by  borrowing,  to 
authorize  the  assurance  of  bonds  or  notes  by  the  Town;  subject  to 
voters' approval  of  an  override  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  59, 
Section  21C  of  the  General  Laws;  or  take  any  action  thereon.

One  of  the  most  important  services  the  Marion  Council 
on  Aging  provides  to  all  residents  (not  just  seniors)  is 
transportation  for  wheelchair  patients  to  doctor's  appointments 
and  clinics.  Currently,  for  example,  we  make  six  round  trips  a 
week  just  to  the  dialysis  clinic  in  New  Bedford.  The  1989  van  we 
have  is  worn  out.  In  the  1998  fiscal  year  we  have  already  spent 
$1,248.60  on  repairs,  and  the  van  needs  additional  major  repairs 
such  as  a  new  engine. 

We  have  applied  to  the  state  for  a  grant  to  replace  the 
old  van  with  a  new  modern  van.  Assuming  we  receive  the  grant 
the  state  will  pay  80  percent  of  the  $40,000  cost  requiring  Marion 
to  fund  only  $8,000.  Article  16  on  the  Annual  Town  Meeting 
warrant  and  Question  8  on  the  override  election  ballot  seek 
town  approval  to  spend  this  money.  We  hope  all  Marion  voters 
will  support  this  request  and  allow  us  to  continue  to  serve  our 
most  vulnerable  fellow  citizens.

To  the  Editor: 

Marion's  improved  but  still  fatally-flawed  articles  (28 
and  29)  petitioning  the  state  for  a  land  bank  will  be  dragged  out 
once  again  for  Town  Meeting  consideration.  While  it  is  widely 
accepted  that  decisive  steps  should  be  taken  to  protect  open 
space,  the  funding  mechanisms  proposed  in  the  warrant  are 
terribly  unfair  and  eerily  similar  to  the  one  overwhelmingly 
rejected  by  Cape  (Cod)  voters.  This  is  regrettable,  since  a  land 
bank  would  be  an  invaluable  tool  for  managing  growth  and 
maintaining  a  reasonable  tax  rate. 

Sadly,  the  tax  is  aimed  at  middle  income  home  owners, 
such  as  the  elderly  who  no  longer  need  or  cannot  manage  their 
properties  and  professionals  subject  to  the  whims  of  corporate 
moves.  These  owners  would  be  taxed  on  departure  without 
seeing  the  benefits  sought  by  the  law. 

In  these  banks,  an  amount  such  as  the  first  $100,000 
would  not  be  taxed;  thus,  those  who  own  lower-priced  houses, 
regardless  of  the  ability  to  pay,  would  be  largely  freed  from  the

My  dog  is  coughing.  Could  she  have  heartworms? 
Yes,  your  dog  could  have  heartworms.  Although,  if  she  has  a  blood 
test  each  year  and  takes  the  preventative  either  daily  or  once  a 
month,  it  is  unlikely.  Have  your  veterinarian  examine  her  and  test 
her  for  heartworms. 

/  have  heard  that  dogs  that  get  heartworms  are  given  arsenic.  Is  that  re- 
ally true? 

Unfortunately,  yes.  Arsenic  compounds  cause  the  heartworms  to 
die  slowly.  Heartworms  are  spaghetti-like  worms  that  live  in  the 
heart  and  arteries  of  the  lungs.  If  all  of  the  worms  died  at  the  same 
time,  they  would  clog  the  arteries  to  the  lungs  and  kill  the  dog. 
Which  is  better,  the  daily  or  monthly  heartworm  preventative? 
For  most  people,  the  monthly  preventatives  are  more  convenient. 
The  daily  medications  must  be  given  every  day  or  the  dog  is  at  risk 
of  getting  heartworms.  There  is  more  of  a  cushion  of  safety  with 
the  monthly  preventatives  if  you  miss  the  correct  day  of  the 
month. 

Is  it  better  to  give  the  monthly  medication  all  year  round  or  is  it  better  to 
discontinue  during  the  winter  months? 

Talk  to  your  veterinarian.  Many  recommend  year  round  preventa- 
tive for  a  variety  of  reasons.  One  of  which  is  that  the  monthly  pre- 
ventative medications  help  treat  intestinal  parasites  which  can  be 
acquired  throughout  the  year.

burden.  Due  to  the  stable  nature  of  wealth,  the  town's  most 
expensive  houses  are  sold  less  frequently  than  most  and,  in 
addition,  many  of  these  properties  are  held  in  trust  further 
postponing  sales  subject  to  the  tax.  Advocates  of  a  real  estate 
transfer  tax  insist  on  ramming  these  inequitable  proposals 
through  the  legislature.  The  tactic  has  not  resulted  in  a  land 
bank,  nor  is  it  likely  to,  ever.  If  all  economic  classes  aren't  in  this 
together,  we  shouldn't  be  in  it  at  all. 

Adherents  adore  the  confusion  between  a  land  bank 
and  the  method  of  financing  it,  and  many  citizens  believe  that 
the  banks  proposed  are  the  only  types  possible.  This  isn't  so,  and 
many  financing  options  are  available.  Right  now,  land  bankers 
on  the  Cape  and  in  the  legislature  are  scurrying  to  find  an 
acceptable  substitute  for  the  one  crushed  by  the  electorate. 

It  is  tempting  to  join  with  the  highwaymen  of  the 
islands  who  rob  jet-set  carpetbaggers  as  they  prepare  to  fly 
away,  but  approval  of  either  of  these  land  banks  would  require 
that  our  friends  and  neighbors  stand  and  deliver. 

The  Selectmen  and  Planning  Board  are  considering  the 
Marion  Open  Space  and  Recreation  Plan  that  would  establish 
criteria  for  purchasing  open  space  parcels.  If  the  plan  is 
approved,  the  town  will  be  able  to  acquire  land  to  protect  the 
environment  and  provide  new  recreational  opportunities.  Thus, 
a  well-thought-out  land  bank,  if  it  were  equitably  funded,  would 
complement  this  effort  and  be  a  wonderful  addition  to  the 
town's  growth  management  arsenal.  It  would  generate  monies 
for  the  purchase  of  parcels  without  having  to  go  through  the 
daunting  process  presently  required  for  land  acquisition. 

Let's  table  these  articles  and  attempt  to  involve  as 
many  people  as  possible  in  developing  an  equitable  funding 
mechanism  that  could  be  seen  by  the  voters  as  in  their 
enlightened  self-interest.  If  successful,  we  could  honestly 
petition  the  Commonwealth  with  a  proposal  worthy  of 
enactment.  Failure  to  do  so  will  waste  still  another  year  while 
the  flames  of  growth  threaten  both  our  land  and  the  tax  rate.

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Chasing  Other

■  The  Object  of  My  Affection.  Starring  Jennifer  Aniston  and  Paul 
Rudd.  Directed  by  Nicholas  Hyrner.  Running  rime:  111  minutes. 
MPAA  rating:  R.  At  Cinema  12  at  the  North  Dartmouth  Mall. 

Spring  is  here,  and  with  it  comes  the  usual  spate  of  chick 
flicks  —  kinder,  gentler,  sappier  films  releasee!  before  the 
testosterone-drunk  blockbusters  of  summer.  Despite  considerable 
competition  from  last  week's  City  of  Angels,  the  new  Object  of  My 
Affection  may  be  the  kindest,  gentlest,  chick-flickiest  offering  of  the 
year.  It's  also,  at  its  core,  the  olandest  and  most  dishonest. 

The  premise — what  if  a  woman  and  her  gay  male  friend  fell 
in  love?  —  is  imported  from  Stephen  McCauley  s  novel  of  a  few 
years  ago,  yet  in  the  movie  it  feeb  like  a  synthesis  of  Chasing  Amy 
(where  the  scenario  was  reversed)  and  In  &  Out  (in  which  a  well- 
liked  teacher  becomes  confused  about  his  sexuality).  McCauley 
focused  on  the  gay  character,  George  (Paul  Rudd);  the  movie  s 
scripter,  Wendy  Wasserstein,  focuses  on  the  bewildered  Nina 
(Jennifer  An iston),  who  allows  George  to  move  in  with  her  after  his 
self-absorbed  lover  (Tim  Daly)  dumps  him  for  some  hunky  student. 

The  shift  in  focus  defuses  what  might  have  been  fresh  in  the 
story.  Instead  of  Nina  being  the  Other  who  makes  George's  life  a 
mess  of  confusion,  it's  George  who's  the  Other.  Everything  in  the 
movie  is  seen  in  terms  of  how  it  affects  Nina.  I'm  not  say  ing  Wendy 
Wasserstein  isn't  a  skilled  writer.  She  is  —  when  it  comes  to  Nina. 
We  feel  Nina's  frustration,  her  yearning  for  independence,  her 
dissatisfaction  with  her  condescending  boyfriend  Vince  (John 
Pankow).  That's  partly  due  to  the  writing,  which  has  been  felt  from 
the  inside  out,  and  partly  due  to  Jennifer  Aniston's  wistful 
performance. 

George,  however,  is  fairly  opaque.  His  emotions  aren't 
dramatized;  they're  told  to  us  in  speeches.  Paul  Rudd's  blandness 
in  the  role  (he's  been  more  charming  elsewhere)  doesn't  help, 
either.  George  is  a  woman's  dream  date:  a  handsome,  sensitive 
man  who  won't  try  anything  sleazy.  George  hardly  tries  anything 
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sleazy  with  men,  either. 
For  most  of  the  movie 
he's  a  poster  boy  for 
cuddly  gay  normality 
—  softenea  to  appeal  to 
the  homophobes  in  the 
audience.  (It  didn't 
work  at  the  show  I 
attended.  A  peck  on  the 
mouth  between  George 
and  a  new  lover 
provoked  sounds  of 
disgust  from  the  teenagers  around  me.  This  is  a  good  time  to  point 
out  that  I  heard  no  retching  when  two  women  kissed  in  Wild  Tnings. 
But  I  digress.) 

At  first  glance,T7tf  Object  of  My  Affection  doesn't  seem  to  fit 
with  director  Nicholas  Hytner's  other  two  films,  The  Madness  of 
King  George  and  The  Crucible.  Those  were  historical  dramas  based 
on  plays.  This  is  a  modern  romantic  comedy-drama  that  feels  like 
a  play  (the  movie's  rhythm  and  pace  are  very  slack).  There  is  a 
theme  running  througn  the  films:  the  impact  that  forbidden  or 
"inappropriate''passionscanhaveonanuncomprehendingsociety. 
Yet  Nina  and  George  encounter  almost  no  resistance  (even  the 
jilted  Vince  basically  washes  his  hands  of  Nina).  George  doesn't 
take  any  static  from  gay  friends  for  getting  chummy  with  a 
breeder.  Nina  seems  to  nave  no  friends  other  than  good  old  George. 
What  seemed  like  hyperbolic  rhetoric  in  movies  like  jungle 
Fever  and  Go  Fish,  where  characters'  sex  lives  were  subjected  to 
political  scrutiny  by  their  friends,  now  seems  like  a  better  dramatic 
deal  than  what  goes  on  in  this  movie.  Which  is  to  say,  nothing 
much.  Even  Nina's  pregnancy  feels  inconsequential.  Stand  aside 
from  the  movie  for  a  moment,  look  at  it  from  a  detached  viewpoint, 
and  what  you  see  is  a  selfish  woman  who  wants  to  have  the  best  of 
all  worlds  —  the  baby,  the  non-threatening  gay  man  waiting  for 
her  to  decide  that  she  wants  him — and  who  comes  close  to  ruining 
poor  George's  life.  The  story  could  certainly  have  been  told  that 
way  (and  might  have  been  in  the  novel,  which  I  haven't  read).  It 
sure  isn't  told  that  way  here.  If  it  were,  it  would  stop  being  a  chick 
flick  and  start  being  an  intelligent  film  for  adults  of  all  genders  and 
sexual  orientations.  I'm  sorry,  should  I  not  have  expected  a  movie 
like  that?  I  can  be  so  naive  sometimes.
